OF LENGTHY TREATY 


"Washington, Oct 15 —Senate reading 
clerks, resuming their prolonged strug- 
gle with the text of the peace treaty 
today, have only passed through ISO 
out of 440 sections of the mammoth 
document, according to latest 
esti- 
mates. 
Debates and oratorical refer- 
ence by all senators alike have pro- 
Inged the reading. 
Tuesdaj the Shantung provisions of 


the treaty involving- the- treatment of 
China b\ Japan as authorized by the 
League of Xations covenant, led to 
one of the most bitter foereimc en- 
counters the subject has yet partici- 
pated 
Senator Lodge's speech in favor of 


amendments to that section of the docu- 
ment was followed by a defense of the 
peace conference action by Senator Mc- 
Cumber, which drew fire from Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, and led eventually 
to appeals to the chair to strike out 
language. 


Some of Senator McCumber's remarks 
upon what he classed as recent dem- 
onstrations of friendship for Germany 
by senators, were declared unparlia- 
mentarily. Later Senator Reed collided 
with Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, 
Demociaitc leader, whose bill for an 
embargo on munitions shipped to the 
allies, intioduced before the United 
States entered the war he sajd ''would 
have sent the Germans pounding at the 
gates of Pans."

Movement for Preservation of Struc- 


ture Identified With Early Days 


of Southern California. 


A movement is on at Riverside, Cal., 


for the preservation of a number of 
the old landmarks 
of the 
vicinity, 


buildings and spots intimately connect- 
ed \\ith the early-day period of south- 
ern California. The plan is being fos- 
tered by the local chapter of the 
Daughters of the Revolution and the 
Pioneer society. 


The first project to be undertaken 


is the restoration of the old Rubidoux 
home, an adobe structure, which was 
built b} Indian labor three-quarters of 
a century ago. The Rubidous family 
*vas one of the most prominent of the 
early Spanish residents, and the home 
was a social center for the interior 
section. Many of the notable events 
of history of the period just previous 
to the forty-niners are more or less 
intimately connected with this old 
building which in recent years has 
been abandoned and has begun to 
crumble 


After the work of restoration Is 


completed, the building will serve as 
a nucleus for a pioneer museum for 
the housing of many relics of the early 
days.

A far-reaching program of a\iation 


in the French colonial possessions in 
Africa has been drawn up by the com- 
mission on aerial transports at Tunis, 
Algeria, Avhich recommends that Ja 
great aerial transport center be estab- 
lished, with Tunis as its base, in order 
to centralize aerial traffic over the 
Mediterranean sea. Inasmuch as Tunis 
occupies an advantageous position, at 
the junction of Ere'nch and interna- 
tional colonial possessions, a regular 
aerial service, it is urged, between 
Tunis and outlying districts would 
benefit the French protectorate.
